SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording is deemed objectionable under section 3(2) of the Films, Videos, 
and Publications Classification Act 1993 because of the consistent depictions of girls 
and females being bound, stripped, suspended, whipped, caned and tortured. Some 
females are presented as abducted by masked males or coerced by doctors, nurses, 
teachers, parents, or guardians into submitting to or participating in sexual activity. 
Consequently the video recording is considered to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, the use of violence and coercion to 
compel any person to participate in or submit to sexual conduct, acts of torture and the 
infliction of extreme violence and extreme cruelty. 
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
